After  a  survey  of  bean-beetle  hibernation  areas  in  the  Estancia  Valley,  R.  L. 
Wallis,  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology "and .Plant  Quarantine,  USDA,  warned  valley 
farmers  last  week  that  a  serious  infestation  of  bean  beetles  can  be  expected  this 
summer. 

Reminding  farmers  that  the  bean  beetle  destroyed  about  50,000  acres  of  Estancia 
Valley  beans  last  year,  Mr.  Wallis  urged  farmers  to  begin  fighting  the  beetles  the 
latter  part  of  June,. 

"Killing  one  female  then  will  amount  to  killing  300  or  400  later  on,"  he  said. 
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NET  PITCH  AIDS  TAOS  FARMERS 
Sixteen  farmers  in  the  Los  Cordovas  community  of  the  Eastern  Taos  Soil  Conser- 
vation District  are  being  benefited  "by  6,000  feet  of  new  irrigation  ditch  through 
which  water  now  is  flowing,  according  to  Bias  Chaves,  a  farmer  of  the  area.
